1. The ndiniusiim of California as a free 


Stitto, which was light. 


2. The modification of tlio Slnvo Tntdo in 


tho District of Cuhtmbin, so na to prohibit nil 
but citi'/ons of tho District from engaging in 
tho truffle within the limits of tho District- 
tin net deserving of no crudit ; for, if tho sluvo 
trndo ia wrong, Congress having exclusive 
control ovur it, should iibolish it; nnd, it' it is 
right, tho peoplo of tho District should not 
hove tho monopoly of it, but all Hhotiklboitl- 
lowud to ungiigo in it.
